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And whereas section 766 of the Munici- 
pal Act provides, inter alia, that, in addi- 
tion to the functions conferred by this 
Act, a regional district has such func- 
tions as are provided by Letters Patent or 
supplementary Letters Patent, and for 
this purpose the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council may, on the recommendation of 
the Minister, provide in the Letters Pat- 
ent or supplementary Letters Patent such 
further objects, powers, obligations, du- 
ties, limitations, and conditions in respect 
to any or all functions requested pursuant 
to this section: 

And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Regional District of Central Kootenay 
has requested the function of providing 
for an artificial-ice plant and operating, 
maintaining, and controlling a sports 
centre: 

And whereas the provisions of the said 
section 766 have been duly complied 
with: 

Now know ye that We do order and 
proclaim that on, from, and after the 
date hereof the following be added to the 
objects, powers, obligations, duties, lim- 
itations, and conditions of the Regional 
District of Central Kootenay :— 


“ Sports Centre 


“1. Only the member municipalities of 
the Village of Nakusp and that part of 
Electoral Area K described below partici- 
pate and share in the cost of this func- 
tion: All that tract of land commencing 
at the point of intersection of the westerly 
boundary of the watershed of Upper 
Arrow Lake with the northerly boundary 
of the watershed of Pingston Creek; thence 
easterly and southerly along the boundary 
of the watershed of Pingston Creek to the 
point thereon which lies due west of the 
southwest corner of Lot 860, Kootenay 
Land District; thence east to said corner; 
thence easterly along the southerly bound- 
ary of Lot 860 to the southeast corner 
thereof, being a point on the westerly 
shore of Upper Arrow Lake; thence due 
east to the easterly shore of said lake; 
thence southerly along said shore to the 
northwest corner of Lot 100; thence east- 
erly along the northerly boundary of Lot 
100 to the northeast corner thereof; 
thence due east to the northerly boundary 
of the watershed of Halfway Creek; 
thence easterly along said boundary to 
the easterly boundary of the watershed of 
the Arrow Lakes; thence southerly along 
said boundary to the point thereon which 
lies nearest to the northeast corner of 
Lot 11417; thence by a straight line to

boundaries of Lot 9885 to the southeast 
corner of Lot 9883; thence northerly

9883 and 9888 to the northeast corner of 
Lot 9888; thence westerly along the 
northerly boundary of Lot 9888 to the 
southeast corner of Lot 9890; thence 
northerly and westerly along the easterly 
and northerly boundaries of Lot 9890 to 
the northwest corner thereof; thence due 
west to the westerly boundary of the 
watershed of the Arrow Lakes; thence 
northerly along said boundary to the 
point of commencement, save and except 
therefrom lands which may be within the 
corporate limits of any city, district, 
town, or village municipality or any 
lands which may be hereafter incorpo- 
rated therein. 

“2. The regional district may provide 
an artificial-ice plant and acquire, oper- 
ate, and maintain a sports centre. 

“3. The annual net cost attributable to 
the operation, excluding debt charges of 
the sports centre, shall not exceed the 
product of one-half mill on the current 
taxable assessed values for school pur- 
poses, excluding those properties taxable 
for school purposes only by special Act 
in the portion of Electoral Area K and 
the Village of Nakusp, and the annual net 
costs, including operation and debt charges, 
shall not exceed the product of three 
mills on the current taxable assessed values 
for school purposes, excluding those prop- 
erties taxable for school purposes only by 
special Act in the said participating mem- 
ber municipalities, and the said annual 
net costs shall be apportioned among the 
participating member municipalities on 
the basis of assessment fixed for taxation 
in the current year for school purposes, 
excluding those properties taxable for 
school purposes only by special Act. 

“4. The debt incurred by the regional 
district for the purposes of this Division 
shall not exceed in the aggregate $35,000.” 

And that the Letters Patent of the 
Regional District of Central Kootenay 
shall be deemed to be amended accord- 
ingly.

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the resi- 
dents of the area of land hereinafter de- 
scribed shall, on, from, and after the 17th 
day of June, 1970, be incorporated as a 
village municipality (hereinafter called 
“the municipality ”) under the Municipal 
Act, and under and subject to the pro- 
visions hereinafter contained or referred 
to:— 

1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name and style of the 
“ Village of Tahsis.” 

2. The municipality shall comprise all 
that tract of land hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the southeast corner of 
Lot 625, Nootka District, being a point 
on the high-water mark of Tahsis Inlet, 
on the westerly shore thereof; thence 
westerly, northerly, and easterly along the 
southerly, westerly, and northerly bound- 
aries of said Lot 625 to the southwest 
corner of Lot 623; thence northerly and 
easterly along the westerly and northerly 
boundaries of Lot 623 to the northeast 
corner thereof; thence northerly and east- 
erly along the westerly and northerly 
boundaries of Lot 443 to the south-west 
corner of Lot 595; thence northerly along 
the westerly boundary of said Lot 595 to 
the most westerly northwest corner there- 
of; thence north for a distance of 6,600 
feet; thence east for a distance of 2,640 
feet; thence south for a distance of 2,640 
feet; thence east for a distance of 2,640 
feet; thence south for a distance of 2,640 
feet; thence west to the point of intersec- 
tion with the easterly boundary of afore-

3. The members of the interim Coun- 
cil of the municipality are Kenneth Roy 
Sturdy, Douglas Haig Evans, Otto Val- 
entine Schmidt, Eugene Charles Rudolf 
Hammerer, and Eileen Jean Kathryn 
Dowding. 

4. The term of office of each member 
of the interim Council shall extend from 
the date of these Letters Patent until the 
first elected Council takes office following 
the first election, but if in the meantime 
any vacancy on the interim Council oc- 
curs, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may piace some other person to hold 
office for the unexpired portion of such 
term of office. 
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5. The interim Council shall elect a 
Mayor from among its members. 

6. A quorum of the interim Council is 
three members. 

7. Subject to these Letters Patent, the 
interim Council shall have all the powers 
and duties of a Council under the Munici- 
pal Act and other applicable Acts. 

8. Except as otherwise provided herein, 
the provisions of subsection (2) of section 
41, and Part III do not apply to the mu- 
nicipality until the first day of July in the 
year 1973. 

9. The election of the members of the 
Council of the municipality shall be con- 
ducted in the year 1973 at the time and 
in the manner provided for annual elec- 
tions by the Municipal Act, and except 
as otherwise herein provided the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Act apply to the 
elections; provided, however, that the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs may order 
such election in any prior year. 

10. Subject to any requirement of the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs pursuant to 
section 9 hereof for the election of the 
members of Council, provision shall be 
made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor to hold 
office on and from the day of the 
first meeting of the first elected 
Council until noon on the first 
Monday after the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1976, or until his successor 
is sworn in; 
the election of two aldermen who 
shall be the candidates polling the 
two highest number of votes, each 
to hold office on and from the day 
of the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon of the 
first Monday after the first day of 
January, 1976, or until a sufficient 
number of members of Council 
have been sworn in to make up a 
quorum; 

(c) the election of two aldermen who 
shall be the candidates polling the 
two next highest number of votes, 
each to hold office on and from the 
day of the first meeting of the 
first elected Council until noon of 
the first Monday after the first day 
of January, 1975, or until a suffi- 
cient number of members of Coun- 
cil have been sworn in to make up 
a quorum; 

in the event no poll is required to 
elect the aldermen, the Returning 
Officer shall determine which 
candidates shall hold office for the 
term specified in subparagraph (b) 
and which candidates shall hold 
office for the term specified in sub- 
paragraph (c) of this paragraph; 

11. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the mu- 
nicipality shall be those who are quali- 
fied under Part II of the Municipal Act. 

12. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of the 
Municipal Act, any elector, other than a 
corporation, whose name appears as an 
elector on the list of electors for the year 
in which the first elected Council is to be 
elected is qualified to be nominated, 
elected, and to hold office as member of 
the first elected Council. 

13. The Returning Officer, the nomi- 
nation place, and the polling-place or 
places at the first election shall be as ap- 
pointed by the interim Council, pursuant 
to sections 52 and 54 of the Municipal 
Act. 


14. The first meeting of the interim 
Council shall be held on the 13th day of 
July, 1970, at Tahsis and the first meet-

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ing of the first elected Council shall be 
held in the afternoon of the first Monday 
after the first day of January, 1974, unless 
the term of office of the interim Council 
is sooner terminated by order of the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, pursuant 
to section 9 hereof. 

15. The Provincial Assessor of the Al- 
berni Assessment District of the Province 
shall be deemed to be a Deputy Assessor 
of the municipality for such time as the 
Surveyor of Taxes of the Province deems 
expedient. 

16. The areas of land described as:— 

Firstly —Commencing at the northwest 
corner of Lot 443, Nootka District; 
thence easterly and southerly along the 
northerly and easterly boundaries of said 
Lot 443 to the most northerly corner of 
Lot 648; thence in a general southerly 
direction along the easterly boundaries of 
Lots 648, 444, and 443 to the point of 
intersection with the most easterly corner 
of that part of said Lot 443 shown out- 
lined in red on Registered Plan 1557k, 
on file in the Land Registry Office, Vic- 
toria; thence northwesterly, southwest-

referred to in paragraph 16 hereof. 

18. (1) Subsection (2) of section 249 
of the Municipal Act does not apply to 
the municipality until the first day of 
January, 1974, and until that date the ag- 
gregate debt, other than debts for tempo- 
rary current borrowing, shall be as deter- 
mined by the Inspector of Municipalities. 

(2) The provisions of subsection (3) 
of section 248 is excepted until 1974, and 
the Inspector of Municipalities may ap- 
prove any loan authorization by-laws for 
the said purposes to cover borrowings for 
recreation and community works and ser- 
vices. 


19. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditure of the municipality in the years 
1970 and 1971 shall be as determined by 
the Inspector of Municipalities. 


20. Subsection (1) of section 253 of 
the Municipal Act does not apply to the 
municipality until the first day of Decem- 
ber, 1970. 


21. Until the first day of January, 1975, 
the maximum rate of taxation permitted 
under section 427 is excepted and no tax 
may be imposed thereunder which ex- 
ceeds one-fifth of the maximum rate of 
taxation otherwise permitted under the 
said section. 

22. Until the first day of January, 
1975, the provisions of section 703 and 
704 of the Municipal Act do not apply 
to the municipality; provided, however. 
that the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
may order that the said sections shall 
apply in a prior year.

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LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to
